The fact that the 
present proposition is thus endorsed, by 
tha city ofScials,»by a majority ot the 
people and by nearly all the newspapers 
published in the Cream City would ap- 
pear to indicate that public sentiment 
was pretty well crystalized. 


The Sentinel may not take this view 


of the case, and has a right to its
